‘Two women 
are lifting down the hydriai from their heads to fill them, 
and a man comes up between them. On the reverse of 
the vase are three bearded revellers, and a woman holding 
a branch and playing the castanets; bold Attic work of 
the late 6th Century,B.c. [Pl. VIIT] 


red-figured Hydria of calpis shape, 153 in. high, mended, 

decorated with a figure of Europa on the Bull. The 
upper part of Europa, from the waist up, the horns of 
the bull and part of his tail, with the neck, mouth, and 
back-handle of the vase, are modern; Attic work of about 
500 B.C. 


red-figured Neck-Amphora, with twisted handles, 194 in. 
high, mended and considerably restored. On each side, a 
figure of an Amazon: on one side, most of the legs, and 
parts of the shield and patera are modern, on the other 
the right arm, left shoulder and part of the breast; Attic 
work of about 490 B.c. 


red-figured Hydria of calpis shape, 15 im. high, mended. 
The subject is a concert, a youth playing the cithara 
between two seated listeners. The head and shoulders of 
the left-hand listener, part of the head and shoulders of - 
the left-hand one, and a few small details, are modern ; 
Attic work of about 490 B.c. 


red-figured Cup, 13 im. across, mended and considerably 
repainted. Of the interior picture, only small genuine 
portions are visible; a young cup-bearer holds a cup in 
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Lot 157—continued.

one hand and a wine-ladle in the other. Outside, the 
condition is better; a charioteer sets out at full speed, 
followed by three running warriors; a man makes a 
gesture of farewell. On the other half of the exterior, a 
warrior sounds the trumpet while two hoplites, and two 
mounted archers, answer the summons; Attic work of 
about 520 B.c. 


A RED-FIGURED Cup, 13 in. across, mended and much re- 


painted: on one handle is the signature of the famous 
maker Hieron, Hieronepoiesen. Inside, a woman embraces 
aman. Outside, there were originally ten figures : youths 
talking to women. It will be found when the vase is 
cleaned that much of one half of the exterior is modern, 
and the lower parts of several figures on the better pre- 
served half; but the cup is an important and hitherto 
unknown example of the painter; Attic work of about 
490 B.C. 


A RED-FIGURED CoLuUMN KRratTer, 16 in. high, mended, but 


nothing wmportant missing. On one side is Dionysos 
with vine-branch and kantharos, attended by a bald satyr 
holding a wine-amphora and a jug: on the other side, 
a third silen, seen from behind, dances up; good Attic 
work of about 480—70 B.c.  [Pl. IX] 


A RED-FIGURED CoLUMN-KRrater, 14 in. high, intact. On one 


side ‘Theseus slays the Minotaur; a woman (Ariadne) 
rushes towards him, and behind him is Nike holding a 
wreath. Columns and architrave indicate the entrance 
to the labyrinth. On the other side, three youths. This 
vase was published by Gerhard in his Antike Bildwerke, 
pl. 117, 1; and is mentioned by Beazley, Antische Vasen- 
maler, p. 299, No. 40, as a work of the Alkimachos 
painter; Attic work of about 470-460 B.c. [Pl 1X] 


A RED-FIGURED COLUMN-KRraTeErR, 15 in. high, mended, but 


nothing missing. On one side are two athletes and a 
trainer: one athlete has a pair of jumping weights in 
his hands, and the other probably held the same. On the 
ground is a discus with an owl as device; and a pillar, 
with the word kalos on it, indicates the palaestra. On 
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Lor 161—continued. 
the other side are two youths and a man talking to them. 
This vase is published by Jiithner, Antike Turngerathe, 
p. 9; and is mentioned by Beazley, Journal of Helleme 
Studies, 1916, p. 183, No. 38, and Attische Vasenmaler, 
p. 119, No. 17, as by the Harrow painter; Attic work of 
about 480 B.c. 


162 A RED-FIGURED Stamnos, 15 im. high, mended, but nothing 
missing, on one side Dionysos riding a mule, accom- 
panied by a bald satyr playing the lyre and a youthful 
satyr with wineskin and torch; on the reverse are two 
maenads, and a satyr wearing the himation: fine Attic 
work of about 440-30 8.c. [Pl. VII] 


163 A RED-FIGURED NECK-AMPHORA, with ridged handles and a lid, 
27 in. high, including the lid: mended, but nothing vm- 
portant missing. On one side is a farewell scene : a young 
warrior stands with his head turned towards his wife, who 
touches his forearm; another woman holds out a patera 
for the libation, and his companion, in lhght armour, 
stands beside him; on the reverse are three youths: fine 
Attic work of about 4808.c. [Pl XI]
